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1. The Polish fishing company Dalmor has received six new trawlers 
which were produced in East Germany, These trawlers have dis- 
placements of about 400 tons. 

2. Dalmor has approximately 35 trawlers. The largest is the JQWTSZ 
which has a displacement of 750 tons. Other Dalmor ships, dis- 
placing from 350 to 600 tons, are the PLUTON, NEPTUN, NEPTUHIA, 
SATURN, SATURNIA, KASTOR, KASTORIA and the ORION. Dalmor 's ships 
are used for far-sea shipping, especially in the vicinity of 
Iceland and the North Sea, The director of Dalmor is Kowalski 
(fnu), Osowicz (fnu) is personnel chief and secretary of the
